MISTAKEN IDEA 


Idea that C hurrhes 
Hope 
to

The report recently published tFiat 
the m inisters of G ettysburg had de- 
ided to open the churches for sleep­ 
ing q u arters during the Fiftieth A n­ 
niversary celebration in July provok­ 
ed considerable discussion at the a n ­ 
nual

evident that many had t>een misled 
F>y that action. The impression both 
in town and abroad is held that this 
action was taken from 
purely 
or 
prim arily m ercenary 
reasons:

the churches were to seize upon this 
occasion as a time to make money 
The pastor explained th a t the m er­ 
cenary motive had nothing to do with 
his decision in that action. The m inis­ 
ters understood the 
churches

been so used during the 25th a n n i­ 
versary of the battle and th a t m any 
were even then obliged to sleep on 
tFie streets. The motive of the action 
taken was purely humane. The small 
charge decided upon was considered 
necessary to cover the expense In­ 
volved.
